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SCOTLAND TO GOOD HOPE 


The Ferguson, McGill and Smith Clans, Lowlanders, 
were branches of the greatest Scot Clan, the McDonald 
Highlanders. The ancestral castles of the McDonalds were in 
the Southwest part of the Central Highlands, where the 
Grampion Mountains lower into Zoot-hills and end, The 
ancestral homes of those Lowlanders spread over the Lowlands 
Southwesterly from those foothills. All four Clans were 
in Argyllshire in and around Argyll District, some 25 miles 
Northwest of Greenock on the Clyde, their port. Glasgow was 
the business, educational and theological center of those 
Scotch Presbyterians. 

In the period of the American Revolution, some Scots, 
seeking a petter climate than Nova Scotia (New Scotland), 
emigrated to North Carolina. Among them were: (L) Malcolm 
and Margaret McDonald Ferguson, parents of John, Margaret and 
Mary; (2) Angus and Annie Fairley McGill, parents of Archibald, 
Flora and Nancy; (3) John Hector and Smith, 
parents of John Campbell, Isabelle and Daniel, Those named 
children all migrated to Mississippi. 

The tradition is that the parents of Daniel McDonald, 
shortly after their marriage, sold everything, but a change 
of clothes, walked to Liverpool, sailed to Wilmington, N. C., 
made their way up Cape Fear River to Fort Bragg and sett led 
by it in Cumberland County. 


Malcolm Ferguson, 
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whose wife was a McDonald, and Angus McGill came next, and 
settled South of Fort Bragg in Richmond County. 
Then John Hector Gmith came, and settled Northwest of the 
Fort in Moore County. Fayetteville was the trading post of 
them all, and Laurel Hill, Scotland County, was their social 
and religious center and place of burial. 

It igs family history that Daniel McDonald led the 
migration to Mississippi. He made his way to the U, S. Land 
Office at Augusta on leaf River, and settled there. He re- 
ported back to N. C, that thousands of acres of virgin timber 
lands in Southeast Mississippi were for sale by the Government 
at 10 eents per acre, payable when convenient; ak the 
Choctaw Indians were friendly, that the region abounded in 
wild game, fish, honey, nuts and berries; and that the climate 
was mild enough for cattle, sheep and hogs to remain all-year 


on open range, affording them abundant sustenance.

In 1811 war was eminent between the U. 5. A. and Great 
Britain, and John Ferguson wanted no part in fighting his 
ancestral homeland. Also Tecumseh was leading all the South- 
ern Indian tribes, except the Choctaws, in an all out effort to 
exterminate the whites, And thousands from the Atlantic Sea— 
board States were treking in ox-drawn covered wagons on the 
Great Caravan Route, via Savannah, Ga., and St. Stephens, Ala.,

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John Ferguson decided to join the caravans, and 
settle in a region of comparative seclusion from military 
service and security from hostile Indians, among the Choctaws 
in Mississippi Northwest of Mobile, Ala.

T. B. Bonner became President, J. ik, Parker, Vice-President, 
and John Watés, Secretary. (Book 5, p. 567, Office Secretary 
of State, Jackson, Miss.) The Company bought Eyes Ly Qe By hy 
and 6, Block 2, Sandersville, from Dr. Bailey (who owned the 
whole Block, with his dwelling and office on Lots 5, 6, 7, 8, 
and 9, and built a store on than (now the Howard Filling 
Station and home site). The three conducted the business to- 
gether until my father sold his stock to Mr, Parker and Mr, 
Watts in 1898, built the brick store (now the theatre in 
Sandersville) and opened a new mercantile business, Bonner 
3rothers. 

Not being old enough to enter college the Fall of 1893,
